SWEETNESS AND LICHT. 


The Latter Thrown by Plantezs on 
Sugar Growing. 


Third and Last Day of the Sugar Conyention 
—Constitution of the New Association 
Adopted—Election of Officers and Adjourn- 
ment This Afternoon. 


The National Sugar Growers’ Convention 
opened its third day’s session this morning at 
half-past 9 o’clock. Mr. T. W. Nichol of Louisi- 
ana was the first speaker, and he gave a resume 
of the results of the sugar season just passed in 
his State. He said: “To say that the season 
with us was uupropitious is hardly to express the 
true state of tue case. It would be best to say 
that, taken on the whole, it has been a disastrous 
season. Some sections of our State withstood a 
drought of ninety days ’duration, and, while the 
sugar cane of Louisiana is notoriously a plant 
susceptible of standing extreme droughts, much 
ofthe cane with us dried up and went to 
mill in such a dry state as to cause 4a 
diminution of 6010 75 percent.in tons per acre. 
The production of sugar in Louisiana during the 
crop year of 1883, as a whole, can be said to be a 
sad failure financially. During tbe past season 
with us has been introduced another factor in 
the better expression of sugarcane.-I refer to 


the introduction of the 
_ HYDRAULIC PRESSURE REGULATOR. 

This instrument, to be briefly explained, con- 
sists of a simple pressure, acting upon the rollers, 
the force of whichis exerted by hydraulic press- 
ure, effording at all times a uniform pressure in 
the expression of the cane. The prime necessity 
ol the improvement was the desire toattain a 
larger percentage of juice from a given quaptity 
of cane, as compared with that attained by the 
ordinary three-rolier mill in vogue North 
and West; to do away if 
a with the consequent large 

capital required in the creation of five-roller 
milis;to preserve a uniform pressure on the three- 
roller mill whether fed heavily or lightly, the 
former of whichis necessary in handling large 
quantities of cane in the very short period allotted 
us in handling sugar cane, which is as much an 
exotic as sorghum is with you. Some fifty of 
these rams were erected in Louisiana, and be- 
lieve that so far the experiment has proved a suc- 
cess. I have even heard of some 
manufacturers who made the Blale- 
ment that as good results had been 
attained with the ram in the ordinary three-roller 
as has been claimed in the five-rolier or supple- 
mental mils, 75 per cent. being claimed on the 
result. The momentous question bas been with 
us the utilization of the 

BAGASSE AS A FUEL, 

and we now await with interest the report on two 
experiments made during the past season at 
great cost to the jodividual experts. The prime 
requisite to the utilization of bagasse as fuel is 
the perfect extraction of the juice from the cane. 
Several of our planters have this season also sent 
to Cincinnati samples of bagasse to ascertain the 
profit, ifany, in manufacturing it with paper 
uulp, ®* * ® The propagation of the sugar in- 
dustry with us is, just now, undergoing a rapid 
revolution. The old mode of the individual plant- 
er cultivating and manipulating hundreds of 
acres is becoming rapidiy « thing of the 
the vast field that bitherto baa one cro 
becoming a commuuity of farmers, each cui 
jug from ten to fifty neres, and the delivery of the 
same to aceutral factory. This mode contem- 
plates a division of the industry, a division 
of the profits, if there are to be any, it brings 
more acres into cultivation, and creates every 
mau, whether farmer or manipulator, an inter- 
ested party, and will in the end tend to the better 
enlightenment of the mass of the people en- 
gaced in the industry. © ®* *© We believe that 
the final and complete success of sorghum sugar 
production in our country will be attained in the 

CENTRAL FACTORY SYSTEM. 
Finally, we believe that, while we have, both 
West and South, hada very unsatisfactory a 
there, we willin the near future produce all the 
— required by free American citizens.” 

The address of Mr. Nichol caused discussion. 
Mr. Gay, chairman ofthe Louisiana delegation, 
the largest sugar grower in _ Louisiana, 
favored the plan of having central factories to fin- 
ish the manufacture commenced by the smaller or 
auxiliary factories which only reduce the juice to 
a semi-syrup. Small planters can afford to reduce 
to this State, aud ia the large central establisn- 
ments, by reason of the large amount of capital 
interested, the most improved methods known to 
science can be used. He also advocated the 
burning of bagasse, and described the method 
used by himself and others. 

A number of the delegates asked Mr. Gay ques- 
tions in regard to the method of operating the 
bagasse burner, from. which they derived some 
valuable information. 

PROF. SCOVELL 

of Sterling, Kan., then addressed the convention. 
He reported the progress of sugar-growing 
in Kansas. The past two seasons had been very 
unfortunate, owing to the weather, but still so 
much had been gone thatthe sugar-growers felt 
that their industry in the future would prove very 
profitable. He gave a number of valuable facts 
and figures, and atthe close of his address was 
quesiioned by the delegates as to certain poiuts 
upoir which they desired to be informed. 

Mr. G. W. Gere, of Champaign, IiL, néxt ad- 
dressed the convention. His remarks were tinc- 
tured with a pleasant wit, and the many pwints 
he made were appreciated heartily. He detailed 
his experience in sugar-planting. If the Lord 
would look favorably upon Northern 
sugar-planters during the coming year, as 
ne had not done during the past two 
years, there would be a large and profitable crop. 
He advised the convention as to the proper meth- 
ods of plowing, planting and fertilizing, and his 
remarks indicated that he spoke from the knowl- 
edge gained by a large experiepce. Mr. Gere said 
that in the course of years improved machinery 
would be brought to bear in the production of 
sugar. It was within the bounds of ingenuity to 
have a machine @9 over a field and cut two rows 
of cane, bind them up and deposit the bundle in 
the field, just as snocKs of wheat are left in posi- 
tion by harvesting machines. He advocated 
cleanliness in cane fields, and urged tnat all 
weeds and foreign growths be eliminated. He

THE PRICE OF GLASSWARE. 


Itis to be Advanced Ten Per Cent—Freezing 
Out Strikers. 

New YORK, January 18.—The National Win- 
dow Glass Manufacturers’ Association and the 
National Bottle and Vial Manufacturers’ Assucia- 
tions have resolved to advance the price of glass- 
ware generaliy 10 percent The Western manufac- 
turers agreed to continued receiving orders from 
customers and send them East, where the goods 
will be manufactured aad then turned over to the 
Western men for delivery. Goods will be manu- 
factured for the Western men at the same cost as 
in their own factories, if the Western factories 
would remain closed until the men agreed to re- 
sume Work.

Sleet and Rain—Discomforts of the Early 
Morning Street Car Travel Illustrated— 
Smokers—Room for One More. 


The very general attention called by the Post- 
DISPATCH Inu its series of articles upon the abuse 
of the public by the street car companies, ungues- 
tionably had a good effect, and the corporations 


have, with a few exceptions, made improvements 


and changes that are appreciated by their pa- 
trons. This is true, principally, offthe Missouri, 
Lindell and Citizens’ lines. It is by no means 
true of the Fifth Street, the Union Depot and sev- 
eral other lines, The rain and sieet of this morn- 
ing, and the dangerous condition of the 
streets, had the effect of testing the ca- 
pacity of the cars on all the lines. On 
such lines as are making an _ effort to 
reformall extra cars in the sheds were 
ordered out, but, notwithstanding that fact, the 
average car presented much the appearance of 
the Fifth streetcar sketched by our artist, as it 
passed the Court House at 7:30 this morning. The

80 graphically portrayed in the Post-DISPATCH 
some weeks ago,was {elt by every one.sThe public 
bas made upitsmind that aetual .comfort will 
never be sccured untii some city officials are 
elected who will enforce existing laws.and a 
Municipal Assembly which ts.not afraid of offend- 
ing the street railway magnates, 
by exercising the power which the 
courts decide they possess, to limiting the carry- 
ing capacity of each car. Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter came from the West End on the “gravel 
train” ofthe Market street line, and not only en- 
joyed the society of thirty-seven horny handed 
sons of toil, but was given thirty-seven opportu- 
nities to study how much worse smelling one kind 
of tobacco could be than another. An analytical 
chemist, who was a fellow sufferer, declared that 
he could recognize in the atmosphere of the car 
nine distinct noxious gases, continued exposure 
to any one of which would produce serious illness 
if not a torturesome death.

CRIMINAL PRECOCITY. 


A Ten-Year-Old Boy a Thief and Profes- 
sional Burglar. 

“That boy is not much over 10 years old and he’s 
been a professional burglar for four years,” said

HELPS TO HISTORY. 


Some Political Fragments Full of 
Popular Interest, 


Pate’s Night Conference Outside the Jail— 
Howa Commissionership was Rejected— 
Recollections of F. B. Homes. . 


“You newspaper men did pretty wel! on the last 
Grand Jury, I’li admit,” saida man-avout-town 
this morning, *“‘but there was one fact, and a juicy 
one, which you failed to capture.” 

“What was that?” 

“Why, the final discovery that the jury made 
concerning that Pate matter. I watehed tne 
papers on that,and I was amused to see that 
though they kept posted on all the fallures that the 
jury made iu its search, yet when the jury flually 
got the botiom facts about Pate going out 


of jail, not a word appeared in print about it. 
They printed first the report that Pate was taken 
outone night just before bis pardon to meet a 
Stute official. Thenthey published that the jail 
guard Pauss, or some such name, who was rec- 
ported Lo have accompanied Pate, refused to ack- 
nowledge it. Then they published that Jerry Ry- 
un, the ex-jaiior, when summoned before the 
Grand Jury, denied most emphatically that Pate 
had ever been ailowed ,to go outside 
“the jail at night with his (Ryan’s) 
knowledge or consent, to meet anybody, or for 
any other purpose. Then they published that 
avother guard, named Barwey Ruhe, had beeu 
fund who-+scorted Pate to the outside of the 
Jail, ana gave him in charge of a woman. who 
afterwards brought lim’ Dick and delivered him 
to the other guard, Pauss. There the story 
stopped. Now, ali of those publications were 
subsiantialiy correct, but there was more to come, 
A day or two after Ruhe was examined by the 
(7rand Jury a Deputy Sheriff waited on 
Jove McEntire, the State Coal Oil Inspector, and 
informed him that he was wanted by the grand 
inquest. He went before them, and the question 
Was put to him, point blank, a#to whether be had 
not met Mr. Pate at pight outside the jail during 
the period of the latter's incarceration. Mr. 
McEntire probably thought the jury kuew the 
whole story, aud he responded in the affirmative. 
He stated that a short time  pbeture 
Pate was pardoned, a messenger 
friend informed him that Pate wanted 
to meet him and havea talk with him. Whaut 
reason he assigned, if any, why he did not go to 
the jail as other people did, and see Pate, [ don’t 
Know. Buthe stated that it was arranged that 
Pate shvuld be brought out at night to Jailer 
Ryan’s house, where be would meet him and have 
altaik. At the appointed time Mr. McKutire went 
to the Jailer’s house, and after he 
was admitted to the parior or din- 
ing-room,\ I don’t know which, Pate was 
brought in trom the jail through the back-way by 
Mrs. Ryan’ Pate explained that be thought Mr. 
McEntire couta do him more good in his effufts to 
get a pardon, and he wanted liim to go aud see 
the Governor in bis behalf. After they had dis- 
cussed the matter for sumetime Mr. McEntire 
avreed to do as requested, and Pate was taken 
back to the by jail Mis.Ryau.Mr.McEntire testifiea 
fui thermore that the luterview was not marked 
by auy movey transaction. This is all straight, 
and yuu can rely upon it.” 

Suusequent luvestigations by the reporter con- 
firmed the above statemeut fully, and the ques 
t:00 then arose as to how ex-Jailer Ryan stood in 
the matter. Judge Ryan, on ye questioned, 
suid that he had testified that Pate did not, to his 
Knowledge, go outside the jiil walis during his 
iimprisoument. This, he held, was literally true, 
for, strictly speaking, the juiler’s residence is 
Virtually a part of the jail invlos- 
ure, As to the meeting between McEnutire 
and Pate, Judge Ryan said that be did not wit 
ness iL; Was abseut from home at the time, and 
consequently, bad no absolute or personal Kuowl- 
edge of it, consequently couid not tesiify to it, 
He gave his guards instructions that Mr. Pate 
was to have the liberty of the Jail premises, and 
if they took him outoft the Jail proper and inte 
the Jailer’s residence, that Was not golug beyoud 
the limit of their authority. 

During all this time Mr. Pate held in his pocket 
tbe resignation of Dan. Kerwin, the vice presi- 
dent of tue beard, and this brings to mind the 
stucement in Mr. Kerwin’s grand jury testimony, 
hitherto unpublished, that being summoned to 
Mr. McEutire’s office one day he met Mr. MeEn-

THE END OF COMPETITION, 

In his very remarkable interview published 
in our yesterday’s edition Mr. JAY GoULD 
throwsa vivid light on the railroad situa- 
tion, when he says that the recent railroad 
collapses will teach their victims the folly 
of attempting to build competing lines. 

There is more truth than poetry in his re- 
mark. The men who have attempted in 
different parts of the country to build up a 
competition against the existing monopolies 
have been caught in an ebb current of de- 
pression, and it depends entirely on their 
other resources and pluck whether they 
will be able to hold out until the tide turns 
to floodand lifts them to success. But Mr. 
GouLp is probably right in saying that the 
costly lesson they have learned will serve as 
a warning to both them and others, and that 
it will be twenty-five years before any other 
outsiders will attempt tostarta new com- 
peting through line. 

This means that our railroad interests are 
toremain indefinitely in the hands of the 
present managers, and that they are to be 
managed on the present plan. It means 
that all idea of competition must be given 
up. The process of absorption and consoliad- 
tion will be continued until the smaller cor- 
porations cease to exist. The whole country 
will be parceled out among a dozen railroad 
bosses, each one with a board of directors 
and an army of officials to carry out his will. 
In this system of management the people 
will have nothing to say; their rights will 
not be disregarded, because they will haye 
no rights. The interests of sixty millions of 
people in their whole system of trans- 
portation, which involves the business pros- 
perity and life of the nation will be as much 
the private property of the magnates as 
their Fifth Avenue palaces or their castles 
on the Hudson. 

We thank Mr. Goutp for his frankness in 
stating that we have left the idea of com- 
petition behind. All that is wanted is to 
haveevents drift onto their logical con- 
clusion. It will not be until things have got 
to the worst that the people may conclude 
that they have something to say about this 
railroad question.

makes them unwilling to trust each other 
with the arrangement of the details. They 
agree that there must and shall be incidental 
protection. but in determining how much 
and for what, each wants to boss the job 
himself, and so one falsely calls the other a 
free trader and in turn is as falsely called an 
opponent of tax reform and an upholder of 
monopoly exloftions., 

Still, the result must be, as it always has 
been, a tariff which is but a compromise be- 
tween local interests, each of which gets the 
best bargain it can, or the nearest attainable 
approximation to a profitable balance of high 
prices for what it has to sell against low 
prices for what it must buy. Provided her 
sugar is abundantly protected, Louisiana 
would like to dispense with all imposts on 
the articles she imports and consumes. The 
relation of every State or district to this 
tariff question is determined thus by some 
local ixcerest or combination of interests. 
The sincere doctrinaires who, either as free- 
traders or Protectionists, take high, broad 
views of the question unbiased by local in- 
terests, arefew and far between, and not 
wiser, perhaps, than the aggregate of those 
who are guided by lower and humelier con- 
siderations. 

All parties have recognized these truths 
and the consequent necessity of tolerating 
in their ranks a wide range of views on the 
details of tariff adjustment. While the Re- 
publican party has always leaned decidedly to 
protection as a good thing per se, irrespective 
of revenue, some of the most advanced of 
the free-trade doctrinaires are now and al- 
ways have been Republicans, with a large 
following inside the party, and the protec- 
tion Jeanings and platforms ot the party 
have not prevented it from having always a 
considerable element of free-traders and 
low-tariff men among its Congressmen. On 
the other hand, while the Democrats asa 
party have always held that protection 
should be incidental to the raising of a reye. 
nue, and must be carefully guarded with a 
view to the equalization of burdens, there 
never was a time when Congress did not 
contain a considerable body of Democrats 
who were for protection per se, so far as cer- 
tain local interests were concerned.

St. Louis, Mo., January 18, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Nine years ago to-day a Coroner’s jury declared 
by its verdict that Dora Broemser had come to 
her deatb by the hand of Charles F. Kring. The 
anniversary suggests afact that deserves to be 
remembered. There isno funnier spect::cle on 
earth than St. Louis in one of its paroxysms of 
virtue, As a rule, our standard of morals is 
nothing to be boasted of. But occasionally our 
virtue becomes tremendous. In our holy rage we 
fairly foam at the mouth. An instance occurred 
in Kring’s case. Kring had committed a coward- 
ly murder. He deserved to be hung. But mark 
well that be must be hung according to law or 
notatall. Andif people allow gambiing rings or 
other rings to folst upon them incompetent 
judges and other officers, it is their own fault aud 
not Kring’s. Kring bad been finally convicted or 
capital murder. He thought his conviction illegal. 
He asked a hearing inahigher court. The day 
of execution was at hana. Unless a Supreme 
Judge allowed an appeal he would be hung. At 
that point this puolic virtue wrougit itself initio 
cunvulsions. The press clamored for Kring’s 
biood. The public, infuriated and unrefiecting, 
roared aloud, crucify him. Men almost ebuked 
with virtuous rage, and rejoiced with savage joy 
in the hope that the poor wretch fying in jail 
could not be heard in that highest court Sn which 
the law allows every cilizou, innucent or guilty, 
to be heard. Amid this angry clamor J idge 
Sherwood quietly examiued the papers and grant- 
ed the appeal and supersedeas. Anhour after- 
wards Judge Sherwood was more hated by our vir- 
tuous people thaneven Kring himself. The act 
of Judge Sherwood was the greatest judicial act 
ever aone in Missouri, aud pot surpassed in any 
State or country. His act did not mean that 
Kring was not guilty. It meaut only this: Kring 
shall be heard; the Supreme Court ts open and 
not shut; Russia may bar the doorof her court 
but Missouri shall not. Judge Sherwood’s was: 
the bravest judicial act Missouriever witnessed, 
and it should be commemorated with pride,

Alarming Increase in the Sale of 
Butterine, Lardine, Etc. 


One-Third of the Butter Consumed at St. 
Louis Breakfasts This Morning a Spurious 
Article—Prominent Provision Men De- 
nounce the Treffic—Fac'ories Located in 
Fast St. Louis—Intormation for the Board 
of Health. 


There has been a growing complaint among 
the better class of buiser merchants on ‘Change 
that the various spurious compositions known as 


putterine, lardine, ete., are being largely intro- 
duced and sold upon this market. They allege 
that fully one-half of ihe paar procery stores and 
nucksters lu the city markets are offering thesc 
substitutes for butter to their cusivmers, and 
cuaranteeing them to be pure and genuine. The 
state law on tue subject is very plain and ex- 
plicit. 1 says: 

“Whoever manufactures out of any oleaginous 
substances, Or any Compound of the same, other 
than that produced from unadulterated milk or 
cream from the same, any articie designed Lo take 
the place of buller or Cheese produced from pure 
unadulterated milk or cream of Ube same, or shail 
se), or offer for sale, the same as uh article of 
food, shall, On conviction thereof, be confined in 
the county jail nol exceeding one year, or finea 
not exceeding $1,0000r both,” 

The law of Ltnois and some other 
States does not entirely prolubit§ the 
sale of these bogus articies, but places them 
under cerlain restrictions. They must be branded 
and seld tor what they really are, and not for 
butter. Ags all of these adul.e; atious cau be map- 
ufactured and pul on the Market for a jess price 
than the genuine articie, itis bot Ouly an infringe- 
ment Upon the rights of an bowest deaier to per- 
mitthe sale of them, but it is also a downright 
imposition upon the consumer, Chicago houses 
that manufacture the articie are reaping a rich 
harvest trom the sale of it in St. Luuls and 
throughout the State. It is well known by our 
puller merchants that some of these Chicago 
firms have established agencies across the 
river, at East St. Louis, where all their 
sales are ade Wo local houses. A l’OST-DIsPATCH 
reporter Who Was sent oulto investigate the 
source und cause of these rumors visited severai 
buuer merchants and obtulned the lollowing in- 
lervieWs:

The picture presented was mute , 
but eloquent. The body lay upon the back, the 
face pointing straight upward, the left arm lying 
across the body, aud the right being stretched 
close beside it. The skirts were thrown aside 
and the limbs exposed to the frozen air. The 
face and limbs were frozen, and the body Itself, 
though warmly covered, was cold as ice. There 
were marks of violence upon the neck and throat, 
and a dark bruise near the corner of the mouth, 
while a few reddish stains could ve traced upon 
the dark, heavy cloak, which was closely but- 
toned around the lifeless form, 

“The mystery Was reported by Charles Flint, 
one of the discoverers, to John Sackiey,. the fore- 
man of the party Of ice cuuers, Who Lurned in an 
alarm for the patrol Wagon, Sergeant Conley 
aud two officers with the Eust Chicago avenue 
wagon responded, arriving upon the scene at 
about 7 o’clock this morning.

He threw her down on the floor, held her by 
the right wrist, putuis Knee upon her left arm, 
and with his right took her by the throat. Sue 
tried Lo get away from bim, When he grabbeu 
her by the arm, she grabbed at his face.

Isaw her hand close over his 
hose aud mouih. She said, ‘Let me go.’ That is 
alishe said. Then he held ber by the throat untii 
she wasdead, She diedin about teu or fifveen 
mitrutes.

ROYAL HOSPITALITY, 


Interesting Bits of Gossip by Edmund 
Yates. 
From the London Truth. 


Certainly the Crown Prince of Portugal 
has not been treated with any excess of hos- 
pitality during his visit to England. The 
cvuld reception which he has experienced is 
the more strange, inasmuch as the Prince of 
Wales was received with the utmost splen- 
dor when be visited Lisbon a few years ago. 
He lived in a suinptuous palace; balis, races 
and various reviews were gotten up in his 
honor, and every concelvabie attention was 
lavished on him. The Duke of Braganza, 
after having been quartered in palaces at 
tne other capitals waoich he has visited, was 
relegated to inn in London, although Buck- 
ingham Palace was, as usual, standing emp- 
ty. ‘Ihe official answer to complaints on the 
subject is, that it has never been the custom 
to invite foreign princes to the palace during 
the absence of the Queen, but this is gross 
and palpable nunseuse. 

‘The Queen fur nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury has never occupied Buckingham Palace 
for more than six daysin each year. It cvs; 
au enormous amount to build, and several 
thousands are yearly expended on its main- 
tenance. It is sumptuousiy furnished in ey- 
ery part, and contains miles of fine pictures; 
aud tuere it stands vear after year, nobody 
ever eutering in it, except on four afteruoous 
when drawing-rvoms are bheid, and on four 
evenings when State balls or concerts are 
given. It ought either to be understood that 
this palace shuuid be open to royal visitors 
ot higu rank, or it shouid ve converted into 
an huspital or museum. ‘The vast sum which 
the Queen receives every year from the 
country is not given to be hoarded up, but is 
mmtended to maiutain the state and dignity 
of the Crown. The English Court has grad- 
ually acquired @ most unpleasant reputation 
abrvad lor eXtreme parsimony, and one 
would think that instead of the Civil List 
charges amounting to over £400,000 a year, 
the Queen was onty in receipt of a tenth of 
that amvount. 

So far as expense goes, it saves a royal vis- 
itor little or nuthing to be a guest at “the 
Paiace.”” The tips whichare given are enor- 
mous. Whenthe Emveror Nichvlas passed 
Ascot week at Windsor Castie, in 1 he 
left £3,000 for the servants, and gave twelve 
goid aud diamond suulff-boxes to the lords 
and gentiemen of the household. In 1855 the 
Emperor Napoleon gave £1,500 to the Wind- 
sur servants, and last year the King of the 
Netherlands expended nearly £1,000in the 
same way. In faci, I beiieve the Lord Stew- 
ard keeps a regular tariff of what is expect- 
ed, the amvunt varying aceerding to the rank 
of the guest, and this

On left of the check ap- 
peared in “Broadway and Reade 
street.” was signed the

The report of Superintendent Durant, of the 
Bell Telephone Company, for the year 11883 will 
show thatthe number of stations added to the 
Exchange was about 300, while 100 were discon- 
tinued, the total pow being 1,301. The suburoan 
towns are now nearly all tapped, the following 
being added to the list of the Exchangé: Bartold,

Nameoki, New Athens, O’Fallon, Pattonville, 
Reutchier, Rinkelville, Shiloh, St. Jacobs, Sum- 
‘roy. The amount of wire stretched 
was 145 miles, the cost being over $200 per mile.

TO BREAK THE WILL. 


A Nephew of the Late Mr. Sellew Arrives 
with that Intention. 

Ralph H. Sellew, a nephew of the millionaire- 
philanthropist whose remains were laid 
away this afternoon, arrived from Cin- 
cinnati yesterday morningin company with Mr. 
Charles Tounley. They came to attend the 
funeral, which done, the nepnew will proceed to a 
matter of business, which may ultimately get into 
the courts, in the shape of an effort to break the 
will, or to set aside some its provisions. From 
an intimate friendof the parties at interest a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning obtained 
the following statement of the case: Ralph Sellew, 
the deceased, was a member of the Sellew Manu- 
facturing Company, of Cincinnati, and in some 
way became partially responsible for the paper of 
brother, since deceased, to the amount 
of $140,000. After the Jissolution 
of the company, and the death of the Cincinnati 
Sellew, the son presented to Ralph Sellew the 

aper and requested its payment. Holding that 

6 Was not responsible for the claim, the old gen- 
tleman, in arage, said thatif ne was forced to 
pay the notes that he would cut off the members 
of the Cincinnati family in his will. Young a 
Sellew did not insist upon paymeut under the cir- 
cumstances; in fact, he destroyed the papers. The 
will, when opened last Wednesday, was found to 
contain a bequest of $20,000 for Ralph Sellew, but 
nothing was said about the $140,000, which, by 
the way, the Cincinnati parties had offered to 
compromise for seventy cents on the doilar. Tim- 
othy G. Sellew, to whom the bulk of the vast fort- 
une was left, will be asked to make some sort of 
settiement, failing in which the matter will be 
taken into the courts, and effort made to break 
the will, but upou exactly what grounds does not 
appear. A leading Cincinnali lawyer was tele- 
graphed for last night, by Mr. Sellew, and will ar- 
rive this evening or.to-morrow morning.
